[Editor’s Note: The following letters were written by the author/publisher 
of a book that was reviewed in this journal, in his opinion, unfavorably. 
With regard to Mr. Parker’s suggestion that we include a “Letters to the 
Editor” column, there is simply not enough space, as we have budgeted 
a specific number of pages per issue, in which we prefer to publish 
substantive genealogical articles. But a more important reason for not 
publishing responses from publishers and authors to the books reviewed 
in our pages is the nature of the review Section itself—it is intended to 
be a place where genealogical books are reviewed, but it is not an open 
forum for ongoing discussion of the merits of one book or another. To 
make it so would be to open up the flood gates to all publishing 
companies who disagree with one or more reviews of their books, and 
to gain free advertising thereby. We have discussed this issue with the 
editors of the other journals mentioned by Stratton, and none of them 
publish letters to the editor on a regular basis, the consensus being that 
only letters correcting errors of fact will be published or mentioned. 

As for the Genealogical Journal, if there is an error of fact in a 
book review or a personal attack that slips by us, we will print a 
correction and/or an apology. The new annual name index provides a 
place for such corrections, as space permits. We are printing the letters 
below in their entirety 1) because up to this point there has not been a 
published policy on "letters to the editor“ and 2) to illustrate how 
creating such a column could open a Pandora’s box of point/ 
counterpoint—and that is not the function of this journal. 

Mr. Parker is correct in pointing out that the CD-ROM databases 
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are not "on-line.“ “On-line” implies terminals (including PCs) that 
access a centralized database that is updated on a regular basis, often 
through the same terminals. None of this is true of the CD-ROM 
databases, which are more accurately described as material that was 
published in an electronic form at some time in the past and that 
includes built-in software to help the user access the information. The 
other points raised by Mr. Parker appear to be matters of a difference 
of opinion with the reviewer—opinion as to emphasis or intent. 
Unfortunately, a reviewer cannot read the mind of an author and must 
judge a book on face value alone. The author admits that all of the other 
nineteen reviews he received were favorable. A 95% favorable response 
to any information medium, whether it be a book, film, or play, is, in 
our opinion, pretty good, and we suggest that the occasional unfavorable 
review is a hazard of the business. Dr. Dougherty stands by his review, 
and we give him, as we do all of our reviewers, our full support.

Dear Editor: 
I would like to respond to Richard Dougherty’s review of my book, 
Going to Salt Lake City to Do Family History Research, (Genealogical 
Journal, 17:191). In general, his review is accurate. However, I 
disagree with him on his major points of criticism, and I believe that his 
closing sentence is unreasonably harsh and evidences poor judgment on 
his part. 

One of his criticisms of Going is that I did not explain in detail the 
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Personal Ancestral File (PAF). The index to Going provides three page 
references to the PAF, one of which, page 25, mentions its soundex 
code program. The text refers to the preparation of research notes five 
times, in four out of the fourteen chapters, which mentions the 
possibility of the utilization of a computer, which could include the PAF 
as well as other genealogical programs, word processing and spreadsheet 
programs. I have the PAF and use it, but it would not be right to “plug” 
it any more than I did without mentioning the many other fine 
genealogical programs that are on the market. Also, as a Family History 
Center director, I have been surprised how few genealogists have 
computers or intend to purchase them. As it is, my coverage of the 
usefulness of personal computers may have been overkill. 

Another of his criticism is that the book is “out of date.” The CD- 
ROM programs (IGI, FAMILY HISTORY LIBRARY CATALOG, and 
the ANCESTRAL FILE) are briefly mentioned in Going on page 63, but 
not in detail because one of the primary objectives of Going is to get 
genealogists prepared to go the Family History Library through the use 
of the Family History Centers, local public libraries, and home sources. 
The CD-ROMS are just this year (1990) being introduced in the Family 
History Centers, and I determined that it was premature to explain their 
use and value at length in a 1989 book. I also need to point out that the 
CD-Rom computers are not “on-line” computers, as is stated by 
Dougherty. 

In regard to the International Genealogical Index (IGI), I agree with 
Dougherty that it “is undoubtedly the most important genealogical index 
that has ever been developed.” However, Going was written to be a 
handy pocket book with brief, simple explanations of reference tools and 
research techniques, not a long treatise three or four times the size and 
the price. Most of the nineteen reviews of Going that I have received to 
date refer to its size and/or cost as an asset and all have given Going 
favorable reviews. Suggestions for further readings are included in most 
of Going’s chapters for those readers who wish to read in detail about 
the subject or reference tool explained therein, including the chapter on 
the IGI. Thirty-two years of experience as a reference librarian has 
soundly taught me that most library users do not wish to spend any time 
reading about how to use a reference tool; they simply want to use the 
tool, regardless of their need for some concise instruction. 

In his criticism of “How to Use This Guide,” and my placing the 
IGI as the sixth chapter to read, he fails to mention the subjects covered 
in the chapters that I recommend reading before it, when preparation 
time before going to the Family History Library is limited. My 
recommendation for genealogists with limited time is to start with 
chapters ten and eleven about the use and services of the Family History 
Library, followed, as time permits, by reading chapters one and two and 
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following the instruction on organizing pedigrees, family group sheets, 
research priorities, search cards or computer printout, and identifying 
counties for all geographical places. Furthermore, he fails to mention 
that these two chapters may take a considerable amount of preparation 
time that must be spent before using the IGI efficiently. The fifth 
chapter is on the Family History Library Catalogs, followed by chapter 
six on the IGI. Incidentally, I have had more reader/user commendation 
about this part of the book, “How to Use This Guide,” than any other 
single part of the book. 
Omitted from Dougherty’s review is any mention of chapter eight, 

“Is There a Biographical Sketch About Your Ancestor?” Even 
experienced genealogists, professional genealogists, and genealogical 
librarians can find helpful sources therein. This chapter contains an 
annotated bibliography of state wide indexes for twenty six states, 
something that is not available in its entirety in any other source.
